Dear Minerva: It may be of inter- 


est to some of your readers to hear 
from an old settler o£ Nebraska I 
might stats that 1 am the lirs>t male 
child fiom, Richardson county, ten 
miles west of Fails City. In 1&57. I 
waa reaied mid have lr\ed continu- 
ously- in this great fertile, 
healthy 


state of oura. 1 have seen many hard- 
ships but such iis the life of a pioneer 
and am thankful to be a citizen of 
this great state 
I shall now describe 


the wa> -we had to begin our settle- 
ment. The first thintj that was con- 
sidered waa fuel and water and logs 
to build their houses , The trees weio 
cut down and logs hewed from them 
to build the hut. The&e were laid up 
and the space was daubed with mud, 
then co%eied. 
They 
would 
say a 


block of timber about three feet long, 
they had large flat pieces o£ Iron 
aharp on one side, called it a. fron, 
they "would set four posts and be- 
tween these posts they swung- a log 
about ten Inches through and eight 
foet long. This was called a butting 
ram 
They built 
a scaffold and 


placed their blocks on this and t\\o 
men would swing this 
log against 


that fron and split the blocks into 
boardf.. 
.As they had no nails they 


would lap the boards and tie them
